The deputation which waited upon 
Lord Cranbrook at the Privy Conn- 
ed Office yesterday t? press the 
claims of blind and deaf and dumb 
children to efficient State education 
had a very strong case. The afflic- 
tion of these unfortunate children 
does not weaken but, on the contra- 
ry, strengthens their title to be ob- 
jects of solicitude to the State. Apart 
from all considerations of pity, strict 
equity demands that they should be 
placed as far as possible in as good a 
position as those who are in posses- 
sion of all their faculties. The special 
training which they require to fit 
them in any appreciable degree to 
take their part in the battle of life is 
more costly than that of their more 
favored competitors. Hut their num- 
bers are so small, and the condition 
in which they are left by the absence 
of any educational system nf which 
thev can take advantage is so help- 
less and hopeless, that the rest of the 
community will make up the differ- 
ence ungrudgingly. In urging legis- 
lative action to supply so painful a 
lacuna in our educational system the 
deputation Were in this advantageous 
■n, that they were simply press 

ing home the recommendations of a 
Royal Commission which had ex- 
haustively considered the subject. 

The "admirable work," as Lord Gran- 
ville properly described it, of this 

Commission has thoroughly paved 

the way for legislation, and now the 
important thing is to apply that 

timely pressure in default of which 
the best recommendations aredoojned 
to seclusion in a pigeon-hole. We do 
not BUSpeCt the Educational Depart- 
ment of any lukewarnmess in the 
cause; but we fancy that a Govern- 
ment department is grateful for hav- 
ing its back Strengthened by a mani- 
festation of public opinion. The 
very fact that a reform involves 

hardly any disputatious points and 
nothing that will attract the support 
of any political party in particular, is 
a bad augury for its earlv a 
plislnnent. The only point which 
appears to have evoked any differ- 
ence of feeling relates to the pro- 
posal that the Chanty Commission 
should take into its hands the 
management of endowments and pen- 
sions founded by private benefactors 
for the benefit of blind and deaf and 
dumb adults, [f this question is des- 
tined to divide the advocates of 
legislation, it would be better that it 
should receive separate treatment. It 
has little or nothing to do with the 
education of deaf and dumb and 
blind children. Lord Cranbrook 
promised in cautious terms to em- 
body the recommendations of the 
Royal Commissioners in a draft Hill. 
May il be hoped that in the press of 
legislation next Session this Hill will 
not be forgotten and trodden under 

foot v 
Many people who are interested in 

the education of the blind and deaf 
and dumb children go so far as to 
think that it ought for them to be 
entirely free. The Commissioners 
declined to adopt this view. They 
considered that no sufficient ease was 

made out for exempting parents from 
contributing accord ing to their ability. 
The State will make them a present 
of the extra cost of their children's 
training, and with that they must be 
satistied; although, no doubt, the ex- 
action of payment from the parents 
will be conducted on sufficiently 
elastic principles to allow, in estimat- 
ing t heir ability, for the probability 
that their child will be more or less 

dependent upon them for support 

throughout its life. The great prin- 
ciple asserted by the Commissioners 
is the liability of the state to modify 
the system of public education 
to make special provision for the ease 
of children afflicted with bttrrdness 
and congenital deafness. It need 
hardly, be said that their education, 
to be of real value, must be compul- 
sory. It must begin earlier and end 
later, since ils results are only achiev- 
ed after a long period and much 
patience nn the part of the teacher. 
lint the teacher must be more than 
patient, he must be specially trained. 
The difficulty of State education for 
the blind and deaf and dumb is to 
place such specially trained teachers 
within reach of remote parishes. In 
large centres of population, where 
blind or deaf and dumb children are 
Sufficiently numerous to form a class, 
no obstacle presents itself. Hut 
where the children requiring educa- 
tion are Scattered Over a wild area, 
there seems nothing for it but either 
to send itinerant teachers to visit 
them — and this is a plan which has 
been carried out with some sue. 
Scotland 0T tO Collect them in some 
central institution away from their 
homes, giving them gratuitous main- 
tenance. There is also the problem 
of delicate children, who, from rea- 
sons connected with their affliction, 
arc not able to travel to and from the 
ordinary Hoard School, but require 



training of Hoard and other schools, 
and the consequent falling off of the 
public subscriptions ; although the ex- 
perience of America, where they are 
far ahead of us in recognizing the 
duty of the State in these matters, 

does not altogether support the ap- 
prehension. We are inclined to be- 
lieve, however, that School Hoards 
will find it generally convenient to 
delegate their duties to these volun- 
tary institutions, baying for them by 
subsidies What is important is that 
in Hoard schools as well as voluntary 
training BOhoolS We shall shortly wit- 
ness an attempt to give systematic 
instruction upon the best principles 
to blind and deaf and dumb children ; 
and that these afflicted creatures will 
no longer be dependent upon pre- 
carious philanthropy or upon the 
sporadic consideration of School 
Hoard authorities. When we con- 
sider the immense alleviation nf their 
lot that a thorough training affords 
them, and reflect that but for some 
such training they are probably 
doomed, and by no fault of (heir own, 
to lead a life ol' pauperism — even if 
they do not bring more paupers into 
the world— we shall all agree that the 
work is a worthy one to grapple with. 
The wonderful results achieved both 
by the sign and manual and Ihe oral 
sv stems of educating deaf-mute 
notice that the Commissioners incline 

to favoui the latter, without recom- 
mending any interference with the 
former in voluntary institutions which 
teach it — are calculated to till us with 
admiration for t he patience of teachers 
and learners alike. Similarly, the 
keen enjoyment with which the blind 
enter into the study of music compels 
the warmest Sympathy, and shows us 
that not only has blindness its com- 
pensations, but that those whom we 
are accustomed to think of as its 
victims are capable of a degree of 
cheerfulness not often equalled among 
people who possess an undimmed eve- 
sight. To increase the acuteness and 
aptitude of tin' faculties which remain 
to the blind or to the deaf and dumb, 
and so to tit them to take their place 
as citizens in the Slate, is an object 
which humanity and expediency alike 
call upon us to satisfy.
